She Was Walking Near Her Home When 
She Was Seized — Her. Screams 
Frightened the Brute Away, but 
Farmers Pursued and Captured Him— 
Rumors of Freparations for a Lynch- 
ing Cause Epeedy Removal. 


Despite the determined efforts of the farm- 
ers of st. Fetdinand Townsbip to prevent 
their homes from being pillagea, their wives 
and daughters from being insulted and their 
auiet law-abiding citizens from being ruth- 
lessly shot down, by offering rewards for 
the apprehension of every criminal and by 
threatening to string up to the nearest tree 
every flagrant violator of the law, crime 
continues to run rampant in that 
section of St. Louis County. To-day the resi- 
(ents of Filorrisant, Black Jack and the 
Spanish Lake region are wildly excited over 
a base attempt at a most flendish crime yes- 
terday afternoon. 

ASSAULT ON MISS KRIEGER. 

The brute who has 60 aroused the indigna- 
tion of the peaceful farmers of Florissant 
Valley this time is a worthless individual 
named Thomas Lee, alias Dorsey. Dorsey isa 
white man, apparently about 85 years of age. 
He has long. shaggy brown hair, a brownish 
mustache and goatee, and looks for all the 
world like a typical ‘‘Uncie Sam.’’ 
He is evidently a stranger to 8t. Louis 
County, as none of the farmers ever remem- 
ber seeing him around St, Ferdinand Town- 
ship before. Some evil wind biew him out into 
the county yesterday afternoon, however, 
and after leaving the city he waiked out past 
Jennings and out the Jamestown road, On 
this road, about a mile north of Spanish 
Lake and a short distance from Black Jack, 
live Mr. and Mrs. Henry Krueger and their 
family. Krueger is a well-known farmer and 
has a pretty daughter named Minnie, 14 years 
ofage. Minnie Was walking along the road 
near her father’s house yesterday afternoon 
when Lee spied her. He quickened his steps 
as he observed her and catching up with 
her, he brushed against her and made an in- 
decent proposal. The frightened child 
quickly repulsed him, but he was not to be 
frightened off. So seizing her he attempted 
to carry out his hellish design, and might 
have accomplished his purpose had she not 
screamed so violently that Lee, fearing that 
her cries were heard, released her without 
carrying out his intentions, and fed. Her 
screams were heard by a number of 
farm hands and rgons who, when 
they found her and heard her pitiful 
story, immediately forsook their work and 

ave chase tothe villain. They sighted him 

ar up the Jamestown road, but they set out 
post haste after him, and after an exciting 
chase captured him as he was crossing the 
C., B. & O. R. R. tracks. He resisted, of 
course, but they knocked him down, hand- 
cuffed him and someof the angry country 
men were zn favor of lynching him then aud 
there. But more conservative counsel pre- 
valled and he was brought before ‘Squire 
Robert Schnecko at Spirit Lake and com- 
mitted to jail to await the action 
of the Grand-jury. Constable Sidney Garrett 
was sent for to take charge of the prisoner, 
and he conducted him in safety to the little 
brick cala boose on the main street of Floris- 
sant. 

FEARED A LYNCHING. 

The news that another attempt at rape had 
been made in that vicinity spread itke wild- 
fre, and when it became known that the 
flend wasa white man, too, the farmers’ in- 


dignation increased in severity. Groups 
of men gathered along the roads 
discuss it, and many favored 
taking the culprit out and hanging 
him, Particularly was this the case at Black 
Jack, where the farmers were especially in- 
dignant, and talked of organizing a party to 
storm the jallat Forissant, take Lee out and 
hang Him to the nearest tree. They evidently 
meant business, anc Constable Garrett, 
hearing of the warlike rumors and thinking 
they were not likely to prove idle threats, at 
10 o'clock last night hustled his prisoner of 
to Clayton in a buggy, following the example 
of his Drother, the Sheriff, in bringing the 
Murray boys into St. Louisa few weeks ago. 

He arrived in Clavton about midnight and 
lodged his rapist safely in the County Jalil. 
The Grand-jury is in session at Clayton now, 
and if the witnesses can be brought over to- 
day orto-morrow there is little doubt that 
Lee Will be speedily indicted.

The Women Whose Positions Were 
Taken From Them Are to Be Given 
Precedence When Vacancies Occur— 
Expected That the Board Will Adopt 
the Report With Little Opposition. 


The long and determined fight made by the 
married school teachers for reinstatement 
last evening resulted in a signa) victory for 
them. The Teachers’ Committee met yes- 
terday in special session and after a dis- 
cussion lasting over two hours at last de- 
cided to withdraw therule against the em- 
ployment of married women as teachers in 
the public schools. All the committee were 
present and several members of the 
board as well, and the vote taken 
was almost unanimous. The motion ir effect 
was that twenty. of the twenty-eight mar- 
ried teachers, who were compelled to 
resign, be immediately placed upon the list 
for re-appointment, preceding the class of 
Normal School graduates for June, 1893. 

The meeting ofthe committee is described 
by the members asa very harmonious one, 
but was, nevertheless, a most noisy one. 
Each member had some very emphatic views 
upon the subject under discussion and 
aired them in a tone of voice sufficiently 
loud to be very audible far outside the closed 
door behind which the executive session was 
held. As a matter of fact, some of the 
speakers gould be heard all over the building, 
and even the élevator boy was conscious that 
a meeting was being held somewhere. 

CONDITIONS OF REINSTATEMENT. 

The discussion appears to have been more 
upon the details upon which the reinstate- 
ment should take place than upon the ques- 
tion as to reinstatement itself. Nearly 


all the members were apparently in favor of 
withdrawing the rule against the employ- 
ment of married teachers, yet they differed 
materially as tothe conditions under which 
it was to be accomplished. Some members 
were in favor of at once giving them back 
the positions they held before they were 
obliged toresign. Others went to the oppo- 
site extreme, and claimed that they should 
take their positions on the list of applicants 
behind the names of those already on the 
list. Acompromise was at last effected by 
rating them all as third assistant teachers at 
the maximum salary which ts $560 a year. 
They precede the Normal graduates of June, 
93, and will be subject to promotion as 
though they had just commenced teaching. 
THE REINSTATED ONES,

rare exceptions, placed their authors un- 
compromisingly, except for temporary pur- 

ges, on the side of unrestricted free trade. 
fis evident that there is no ground for that 
hope entertained by so many moderate men, 
that this bill, bad as it is, could be a resting 
lace where our manufacturing and produc- 
ve industries, such as may survive, can re- 
establish themselves and have a sure foun- 
dation for the future, free from party 
bickering and party strife. Hence, also, 
there can be no foundation for that cry, so 
insidiously raised, that this bill shouid be 
ssed at once, because uncertainty is worse 
han any billcah possibly be. Were this bill 
to pass both branches (to-day, uncertainty 
would reign just the same.

John H. Morris, an Illinois Central switch- 
man, rode two miles early on a recent morn- 
ing hanging to a chain beneath the tender of 
an IIlinois Central engine drawing a passen 

gor train. By the merest chance he is now 
alive to tell the story. 

A few minutes before 8 o’clock, Morris, who 


lives at Burnside, stoodon the platform of 
the station at Kensington. A passenger 
train, which had been delated by the cold 
and snow, stopped at the station. Morris, as 
the train was moving out, attempted toswing 
himself to the front platform of the first car. 
He slipped on the icy steps and fell between 
the car and tender. As he fell inthe dark 
ness his hand struck a chain dangling down 
beneath the tender. He clung to the cold 
iron links and hung there, expecting death 
momentarily. The roar of the train drowned 
he cries for help, and asthe train gathered 
headway its swaying set his body in motion, 
and he was swung violently against the sides 
ofthe tender until his body was terribly 
braised, 

After running two miles the train stopped. 
He was just able toattract attention by a few 
feeble cries and was rescued from his per- 
lious position. His hands were frozen to the 
iron and his injuries from tue cold and the 
pounding against the sides of the tender were 
sO great that he relapsed into unconscious- 
ness as soon as rescued.

Railroads Buying Up Property for Ter- 
minals. 


A NUMBER OF BLOCKS ARE ALREADY 
BEING WRECKED. 


Movement fimilar to That Inaugurated by 
the Burlington Company in North St. 
Louis—Prospects for Bridge at Caron- 
delet—Reports From the Agents. 


The railroads are securing much of the 
property east of Broadway and south of 
Chouteau avenue with a view of con- 
verting this whole section into a 
railroad district, as the district east 
of Broadway and north of Carr street was 
absorbed by the railroads and converted 
into railroad property. There are many rea- 
sons why the property inthis section should 
be converted into terminal yards; the 
chief reason, however, is that the land is 
admirably adapted to the purpose and that 
the property can be bought cheap. For some 
time past the railroads have been 
buying piece after piece, quietly 
and without letting their business be known, 
until at the present time they own most of 
the property south of Chouteau avenue from 
the river to Second street, taking 
In Koscuisko and De Kalb streets, 
and of course First street, along which the 
Iron Mountain right of way runs. The peo-

Aside from 
this it is reported that some of the large 
manufacturing concerns in this district who 
hold property are but a cloak for the 
railroad, and that when the rallroad is ready 
to use the property they will transfer it to 
them. Mr. Charles Green still holds a fran- 
chise for a_ street railway on Second 
and Third streets from Chouteauavenue to 
Arsenal street, though it is some years since 
cars were run on the old line. 

The Iron Mountain railroad contemplates 
the eompletion of anew branch line from 
Helena, Ark., to St. Louis along the river. 
This line is already built from Helena to

MR, GLADSIONE’S RESIGNATION. 


The announcement that Mr. Gladstone 
is about to retire from office may be taken 
as an admission that he is no longer able, 
by reason of extreme age, to sustain the 
cares of state. 

Mr. Giadstone has been in public life for 
sixty-two years, most of the time in office, 
He was a Lord of the Treasur before most 
of the members of his present Cabinet were 
born. Almost from the first he took a 
prominent place among the best debaters 
in the House of Commons and gave prom- 
ise of the greatness to come. 

He has been known so long as an open- 
minded man, a liberal of the liberals, that 
he is now seldom thought of as the man 
whom Macaulay described as ‘‘the rising 
hope of the stern and unbending Tories.’’ 
That was inthe thirties, before the corn 
law agitation stirred his moral nature and 
induced him to follow Sir Robert Peel 
out of the old party on the distinctly 
moral issue then raised. 

Since that time Mr. Gladstone has 
worked steadily forward and his adminis- 
trations have been marked by one reform 
after another, each designed as a step 
toward the complete emancipation of 
the English people from the 
bonds of privilege and wrong. The 
disestablishment of the Irish Church, the 
extensions of the franchise and the reform 
of local government have been worked out 
under his direction orinfluence. The ac- 
complishment of ons humanitarian work 
has been for him the signal for beginning 
another, and the home rule policy under- 
taken and battled foratan age when most 
men seek rest and quiet shows that his 
moral enthusiasm is as warm and eager as 
itwas when he allied himself with the 
Liberal party and shook himself free from 
the hard influences of his youth. 

But besides his humanitarian politics, 
Mr. Gladstone has been not less note- 
worthy as a master of finance. It isa 
common saying that he is the only man 
who ever made a budget speech interest- 
ing. The dry details of figures and sched- 
ules under his touch became vital and at- 
tractive. His reform of the disordered and 
chaotic fiscal system of England would 
alone entitle him toaplacein the front 
-rank of statesmen. As a financier he is 
probably one of the foremost of the cen- 
tury. | 

If Mr. Gladstone is not one of the great- 
est men of the time, he is certainly one of 
the most interesting. His marvelous en- 
ergy, his bubbling enthusiasm which 
amazes and disconcerts younger men, 
youthful ardor in undertaking at four 
score a work from which a man of half his 
age might shrink with fear, his diverse in- 
tellectual interests and versatility of talent, 
all unite to make him a fascinating figure,

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USELES3 DIECUSSION. 


The three days set aside by the House 
for the discussion of the Hawaiian ques- 
tion will be unprofitably spent. There ig 
nothing to discuss in connection with Ha- 
waii. Both parties have reason to avoid 
any further reference to events on the 
island. Both have unpleasant records. 

The majority and minority reports of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee indicate the 
useless nature of the debate. Each party 
criticises the other, and the discussion can 
only bea threshing over of old and dirty 
strawin which partisans will indulge in 
an exchange of abuse over the Republican 
wrong and the Democratic blunder, 

The United States have received a suffi- 
cient lesson on the folly of interference. 
The Administration’s blunder and the in- 
solent attitude of President Dole towards 
this Government preclude any possibility 
of beneficial friendly intervention at this 
stage. The best return Congress can give 
the Provisional Government is to take its 
chief at his word and let it alone. It is an 
oligarchy wrongfully set up and sustained 
by bayonets. The American people can 
have no sympathy with its methods and 
purposes and no part in supporting its 
power. Itcan be left tothe Hawalians to 
deal with as they please. This country 
can look afterits real interests when the 
time comes to do so. 

The only feature of the Hawaiian situ- 
ation which has a live interest is the pres- 
ence of Minister Willis at Honolulu. His 
special mission has involved him in an un- 
seemly squabble with the Government to 
which he is accredited. The continuation 
of this quarrel is wholly inconsistent with 
his diplomatic position and duty. 
It places our Government in 
an undignified position and should be cut 
short by his recall. A rider to the ma- 
jority resolution recommending the recall 
of Willis would complete all that Congress 
can do in this matter. Its adoption with 
briefest possible debate would be a wise 
expedition of a desirable end.

PRESIDENT’S ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

Attorney-General Olney was induced to 
abandon his private practice and accept 
his present office by other lawyers who 
testified to his great ability. It would be 
interesting to know who these lawyers 
were. But it does not appear that he 
abandoned his private practice. Since he 
took office under President Cleveland he 
has spent much of his time in Boston at- 
attending to the legal affairs of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy and Boston 
& Maine Railroad companies. Both 
these corporations are possible defendants 
in Government litigation and the impro- 
priety of the Attorney-General’s conduct 
must be apparant ta everybody but him- 
self. Besides it is asserted that he has 
now under consideration an offer from the 
Union Pacific Co. to act as counsel in the 
litigation which will probably arise over 
the debt due the Government. 

Mr. Olney has not only refused to prose- 
cute cases under the anti-trust law, but he 
has furnished counsel with arguments 
against the constitutionality of the act 
which have been eagerly accepted and 
used. He has also failed to co-operate in 
the enforcement of the Geary anti-Chinese 
law. Inthis instance he alleged various 
reasons for his neglect, but after abandon- 
ing them one by one, finally flatly refused 
to act. Hedid not believe in the law and 
apparently did not consider it the duty of 
the Attorney-General to execute a law to 
the extent of his ability whether he be- 
lieved in it or not. 

President Cleveland is responsible for his 
Attorney-General. As Mr. Olney is in- 
sensible to ethical distinctions which 
regulate the conduct of finer minded men 
it devolves upon the President to explain 
them to him and request his resignation. 
Mr. Cleveland took office a year ago, after 
making several fair promises, which can 
be kept only with the hearty co-operation 
of his legal adviser. Will he stultify 
himself and wreck his administration and 
good name by weakly permitting a corpo- 
ration lawyer to reverse his policy and 
make him eat his own words?

MEMBERS OF THE PROFESSION. 


Sullivan Has Made and Spent $500,000 
—Fitssimmons, Dempsey and McAu-

_Pagilists,. as a rule, are great money 
makers, but few of them cultivate the art of 
saving their quickly acquired riches. Not- 
withstanding the enormous purses hung up 
in this country inthe past few years for 
glove contests, only twoof the big fighters 
before the public, James J. Corbett, the 
champion, and Charley Mitchell, are rated 
as men of means.

Should he defeat Peter 
Jackson next June the champlon's money- 
making capacities will be unlimited for years 
to come, and he may eventually be rated 
among the list of American millionaires. The 
big Californian sticks like mueilage to money.

**Pony’’ Moore, and was interested with the 
old American minstrel in his London music 
hall ventures.

$1,000,000. 

John Lawrence Sullivan, the man from 
Boston, who lorded over the ring for ten 
years, is credited with having earned $500,- 
000 or more since he defeated Paddy Ryan. 
John has always been generous to the fault, 
however, and to-day he has nothing to show 
for this enormous sum but an ordinary 
dwelling-house in Boston, which he pre- 
sented to his sister several years ago. The 


famous ex-champion calls this his home, 
and declares he will spend his declining years 
beneath its roof.

MARSHALL'S OPINION. 

City Counselor Marshall holds that any 
franchise is a contract entered into by prop- 
erly authorized representatives of the city, 
whether wisely or not, and that court rulings 
Which take the place of law itself, are such 
that there would be no hope of recalling 
Mr. Sutter’s franchise, though it were now 
shown that the city was denied a fair consid- 
ration for the privilege it granted, which 
the law itself says must be given to make a 
contract valid. Mr. Marshall also says that 
that the courts whuld not allow the city to 
exercise its legal authority, as exercised in 
locating telegraph poles, to order the wires 
into its own conduit. They would say: 
**What do you want, anyway? Want to put 
the wires underground? Well, the Sutter 
conduit or subway suits the wire-using 
companies. They prefer it to yours. You'll 
have to allow them to occupy it. Mr. Mar- 
shall seys that though law itself recognizes 
the rights of all the people as paramount to 
the rights of some ofthe people, the courts 
recognize the rights of some of the people as 
paramount to those of ali the people, and be 
has made free to tell the courts so, too. 

„Then, Mr. Marshall, the city could ot 
be sure of receiving from the present wire 
Using companies the rental it would pay in 
principal and interest to a contractor for

George B. Reid, the de posod Building Com- 
missioner, by his attorney, Leverett Bell, ap- 
plied to the Circuit Court fora writ of cer- 
torari to compel the Mayor to present to the 
Circuit Court for review all the 
evidence he takes as grounds for 
the removal.

State Government Expenses. 


From the Chicago Record. 

The general tendency of State governments 
is toward thrift and honesty. This ts perhaps 
because the functions of the State are gradu - 
ally becoming narrower. State taxes are now 


almost solely for the maintenance of the 
State charitable institutions, the peniten- 
tiartes, the schools and the offices of the 
State government. The percentage of taxa- 
tion forthese purposes is small, being ap- 
proximately one-third of 1 per cent, ona 
valuation of less than $1,000,000,000 in the en- 
tire State of lllinots. There was a time when 
State governments constructed internal im- 
provements. New York built the Erie Canal, 
Ohio the Miami and Erie Canal, Illinots the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal, and took partin 
the building of railroads. ‘At this day such 
undertakings are left to municipalities, 
neighborhoods and private corporations.

KILLING THE GRAIN MARKET. 


St. Louis Affected by Railroad Dis®rimt- 
nation in Favor of Chicago. - 


Unless the meeting of Western Traffic Man- 
agers at Chicago, which opened yesterday, 
Drings relief the St. Louis grain market, 
which is in a state of coma, will be suffering 
from rigor mortis. For the grain trade of 
St. Louis depends on railway freight rates. 
Just now they discriminate so much 
in favor of Chicago that scarcely 
any grain at all comes here from points 
west of Kamsas City. The condition is one 
that calls for action, and already the name of 
Charles E. Hallot the Merchants’ Exchange 
Transportation Committee has been submit- 
ted to the Exchange Directory for approval as 
a member of the St. Louis Transportation Com- 


mission as special representative of the 
grain interests. The Transportation Com- 
mittee has had several meetings and means 
to bring every power at its command to bear 
on the situation. This committee consists of

„ Louis Traffic Commission, D. C. Ball, 
James T. Birch, Chas.

The Traffic Commission comes immediately 
in contact with the situation, and it is work- 
ing through Traffic Managers Parker of the 
Missouri Pacific, Milton Knight of the 
Wabash, Geo, W. Kahle of the Frisco and 
Howard Elliott of the Burlington, whose 
roads are sufferers by the present condition, 
and whose loyalty to St. Louis is as unques- 
tioned as the loyalty of the merchants them- 
selves. 

There has been no change in the St. Louls 
rate. The change is in the rate from Mis- 
sourl River co to Chicago. It is a re- 
duction and it diverts all Western grain bust 
ness from St. Louis to Chicago. This cut was 
made by the Santa Fe, which reduced the 
wheat rate from 10 to9 cents a hundred, leav- 
ing corn at9 cents. On Tuesday it put corn 
down to 8 cents, Other Chicago lines have 
had to meet these figures or carry 
no grain. The attempt of the 
Traf}c Commission and of the Traffic Man- 
ers is to restore the former rate, which 18 

Uitable to both St. Louis and Chicago and 
which they are in conference to see if the 
east-bound rate, which has been 
more or less shaded, cannot be 

ut on a permanent footing. The 
east-bound rdte is on a mileage basis 
and suits St. Louis all right, but it needs to 
be maintained or we get the worst of it.

resignation of Mr. Gladstone was shortly to 
be expected. Thisafternoon it says: The 
announcement was made with a full sense of 
the responsibility. We are prepared for an 
official dental, but we are not prepared fora 
virtual confirmation of the accuracy of the 
statement from Mr. Gladstone himself. 

„Sir Algernon West's words are, ‘The 
statement that Mr. Gladstone has definitely 
decided, or decided at all, to resign is un- 
true. Obviously all turns upon the exact 
meaning which attaches tothe word ‘decis- 
ion.” The whole denial is an elaborate en- 
deavor to prepare his supporters for the step 
he has decided to take. It is now manifest 
that his tenure of office is limited to months, 
if not to weeks. His withdrawal means the 
disruption of the party and a gen- 
eral reconstruction of all parties. 
This, with the possible exception of Mr. 
Gladstone’s perversion of home rule, is the 
most important political event since the re- 
peal of the corn laws. 

While the Liberal papers generally profess 
to be satisfied with the denial, others are in- 
clined to partially agree that the answerisa 
riddie. The majority of the general public 
is inclined to think that the report is true. 

When the announcement of Gladstone’s 
intention to resign was made by the Pall Mall 
Gazette yesterday it was followed bya state- 
ment sent out by Mr. Gladstone himself, 


through his friend, Sir Algernon West, who 
is his companion in Biarritz. This is of course 
trustworthy, and while it may be regardedas 
a denial of the report printed in the Gazette, 
it strongly hints that Mr. Gladstone sees 
responsibilities in the future that he would 
— shift to younger and stronger shoul- 
ers. 

Here is the statement made by Sir Algernon 
West: ‘*The statement that Mr. Gladstone 
has definitely decided, or decided at all, to 
resignis untrue. It is true, however, that 
for many months past his age and the condt- 
tion of his sight and hearing have, in his 
judgment, made relief from public affairs de- 
sirable. Therefore his tenure of office has 
been at any moment Hableto interruption 
from these causes, which are in their nature

Old Judge Allison wasa famous character 
in Kentucky inthe early days following the 
war, and as time passed kis popuiarity 
seemed to increase.

After the war Martin refused to leave the 
Judge, and while devoting more of his labor 
to the paying public he was at all times sub- 
ject to the call of his former master. 

There was a contest for the office of County 
Judge. and Allison became a candidate. He 
was not a trained lawyer, and had had nole 
galexperience of any kind. But he was a 
man of the soundest sense, and his great 
popularity overbalanced all criticism. He 
was elected. 

One night some hogs were stolen from a 
fleld right across the road from Martin's 
biacksmith shop and Martin was arrested 
and charged with the crime. He was terribly 
frightened. Hog stealing in Kentucky !s one 
of the unpardonable sins,and a prisoner con- 
victed of it is sure ofa heavy sentence at the 
hardest labor. 

Martin stood trembling before Judge Alli- 
son and declared he had not stolen the hogs.
